LATEST FROM EUROPE. 
New-York, April 10.—By the arrival of the 

ship Nile, Capt. Ruchett, from Havre, the edi- 
tors of the Commercial Advertiser have receiy- 
ed numerous files of Paris papérs to the 3d of 
March. They were received at a late hour, ad 
contain little of interest which can be relied 
upon.

Grerce.—In consequence of an appeal made 
to the liberality of the French officers, a large 
quantity of linen and a thousand franks weré 
subscribed by them at short notice for the poor 
and sick at Xgina. 

An account from Syra, of January 17th, states 
that rear admiral, Count Dandola, had gone to 
Poros to rescue some Austrian ships which had 
been declared lawful prizes, for having violated 
the blockade of the Dardanelles. Without no- 
tifying the Greek authorities, the Austrian ad- 
miral took possession of the ships which he found 
in that port, and tore down the Greek flag. ‘lise 


Greek authorities immediately gave notice of: 


this violation of the laws of nations to the Rus- 
sian frigate on the station; in consequence of 
which it was said the rear-admiral had been de- 
tained until satisfaction should be obtained. 
SEAT OF WAR. ° 

Extraordinary intelligence from the frontiers 
of Moldavia, Feb. 9th, announced a rumor of a 
terrible defeat sustained by the Turks before 
Varna on the 22d of Jan., in which they were 
said to have lost 15,000 men and 100 pieces of 
cannon; im consequence of which they were en- 
abled to surprise Tournoul, five days afterwards. 
But this news was considered apochryphal. 

The papers eontain a Bulletin from Count 
Langeron, Commander-in-Chief of the Russian 
troops in Wallachia, dated Bucharest, the 26th 
ult. which contains the details of an attack on 
Kali and Tournoul, which event has already 
been mentioned in this paper, though no particu- 
lars were given. ‘The former is described as an 
important fortress, the capture of which would 
have required a regular siege in summer, and 
which appears on the present occasion to have 
made a brave though ineffectual resistance.— 
What rendered its capture more easy in winter 
than in summer, is neither mentioned or hinted 
at; but according to the Russian account, which, 
however, must be taken with some exceptions, 
it was scaled and taken in ‘ess than an hour.— 
Thirty cannon, five standards, and a great quan- 
tity of ammunition, fell into the hands of the 
conquerors; anda Pacha, along with 60 officers, 
and 350 soldiers, are said-to have been taken 
prisoners. The number of the killed oa the 
Turkish side is stated at 250, while, aqcording 
to the same version of the matter, the Russians 
had only two officers and 80 men killed, and 
250 wounded. The Turks performed such pro- 
digies of valour, as have not been realised since 
the days of chivalry. They were all put te the 
sword. 

Private advices from Bucharest of the 3d Feb. 
announced the death of Gen. Count Sackea, by 
typhus fever; and that Guirgewo was tq be im- 
mediately attacked. 

On the 16th February the nuptials were cele- 
brated at Weimar of the Princess Augusta, third 
daughter of the Grand Duke, with Prince Wil- 
liam, second son of the King of Prussia. 

Under a Constantinople date of Jan. 25th, as 
@ set-olf to the foregoing rumors of Russian suc- 
cesses, there is one of an attack made on the 
13th, by a Turkish detachment commauded by 
Ibrahim Pacha, on the Russian cantonments at 
Kouslidcha, at the foot of the Balkan, in which 
it was said the Russians were driven from their 
entrenchments into the mosque, which was fired 
by the Turks. There was another vague rumor 
of an attack made by the latter on Paravadi.—

Rome, Fesavary 5.—On the evening ofthe 
11th, according to ancient usage, and a specia!

Pontiff Leo XII. were enclosed in an urn and 
casried to the church of St. Vincent and St. An- 
astasius. The next day the body was embalm- 
ed, dressed, and exposed upon a state bed in the 
Sixtine chapel, to which the people were all ad- 
mitted. On the 13th the Cardinals assembled 
in the Vatican, and held their first general as- 
sembly. The pontifical ordinances relative to 
the conclave were read, and swosn to by all pre- 
sent. Cardinal Zucchi, master of the ceremo- 
nies, broke the fisherman’s ring, which was 
handed to him by the Cardinal camerlinguist. 
He then sealed up the seal of the Apostolic 
chancery; the box of petitions [casselte de sup- 
pliques,) and that of briefs were also sealed up. 
Monsegnier Capelletti was confirmed in his func- 
tion as Governor of Rome, and M. Angelo Mai, 
the librarian of the Vatitan , was chosen to pro- 
nounce the funeral oration of the deceased Pon- 
tiff. Three Cardinals were appointed to make 
te necessary constructions for the conclave 
which is tu be held in the Quirinal palace. The 
Cardinals then went to the Sixtine chapel, 
where the body of his Holiness was lying. ‘ihe 
clergy of the basilisk of the Vatican also went 
there and the absolution of the body was then 
made. Afterwards, the mortal remains were 
adorned with the pontifical ornaments, and 
transported to St. Peters. The clergy of that 
church preceded the corpse, which was borne 
by eight almoners, and followed by all the Car- 
dinals. The body passed along the soala regia, 
and wason a bed under the grand dome; the 
mortuary absolution having been repeated, the 
cardifals retired—the body was afterwards car- 
ried into the Chapel of the Holy Sacrament, and 
placed near the iron grating, in order that the 
people might approach to kiss its feet. 

Monsegnier Polidori fulfils the functions ad 
interim of Secretary of State,—discharged dur- 
ing the late Pontificate by Cardinal Beretti. 

Constantinople, Jan. 28.—The Porte has re- 
plied to the overtures of England and France in 
relation to the pacification of Greece, that she 
was ready to open at Constantinople or any 
place near the Capital negociations upon the 
principles established in the invitation of Nov. 
addressed by the Reis Effendi to the Ambassa- 
dora. That the Porte has promised that nothing 
shall be wu&dertaken during the negociation 
against the Morea, and that the Isles taken 
should be under the protection of these powers. 

The Capital was calm; the inquietude which 
the Russian blockade had at first occasioned 
had vanished; there were plenty of provisions, 
and it is even said that chen hid been sent to 
Smyrna not to discharge the vessels which had 
arrived with grain. 


PortuGa..—lIn the Lisbon accounts of the 
13th February, it was said that Viscount Seca at 
London, and Count da Ponte at Paris, declared 
that though unofficially recognised in public, 
they had privately negociated as the accredited 
representatives of Don Miguel. A similar com- 
munication had been received ‘from the Marquis 
of Layrado, Portuguese minister at Rome. De- 
spatches of a similar character were expected 
from Viscount Canellas, the minister nominated 
for the Low Countries by Miguel. 

Fifty prisoners were transferred on the 13th 
February, from the prisons of Lamorio and 
Alijube to the tower of St. Julien, which was 
already overcrowded, and the unfortunates 
thrown into dungeons, in which, at high tide, 
the sea rose more than a foot. The murder of 
constitutionalists was proclaimed from the pulpit 
to be an act ensuring salvation.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


The Lafayette Theatre, with many other 
buildings, was this morning destroyed by fire. It 
commenced about 3 o'clock, in a bakery in the 
rear of the block, bounded on the east by Lan- 
rens street, on the west by Thompson street, on 
the north by Grand street, and on the south by 
Canal street. In a short period, the flames 
reached the Theatre, and the whole city was 
s@ completely illuminated that a newspaper 

ould have been read in the lower part of 
Broadway. The atmosphere was heavily load- 
ed with clouds, which were lighted up like so 
many floating masses of fire. From the roofs 
of the most elevated houses, a most glorious pa- 
nerame-view of the city was presented; and 
Brooklyn was distinctly within the vision as in 
the clearest day. This building extended from 
Laurens to Thompson street, and in less than 
two hours was reduced to a heap of ruins. The 
flames spread with astonishing rapidity to the 
buildings around it. We give the particulars as 
far as we have obtained them. 

On Canal street, was an uniform row of nine 
elegant three story brick buildings, all of which 
were on fire. 

No. 114, corner of Laurens street, unoceu- 
pied, considerably iojured. 

No. 116 occup:ed by Henry W. Thorne, board- 
ing house, considersbly imjured, and furniture 
muth damaged by removal. 

No. 116, Dry Goods store, oceupied by C. 
Reynolds, and the upper part, connected with 
116, occupied by Henry W. Thorne. 

No. 120, occupied by John Strang, merchant, 
nearly destroyed. 

No. 122, occupied by Messrs. J. & R. T. 
Steele, merchants, nearly destroyed. 

No. 124, occupied by J. W. Field, merchant, 
and the upper part by Mrs. Elizabeth Burr, near- 
ly destroyed. Mrs. B. lost nearly all her valua- 
ble ferniture

Yates & Mcintyre, and were insured for $4,000 
each. It is believed, that the damage, on an aver- 
age, will not exceed ene haif of the amount 
insured.

The above were not of much value, and their 
removal will not be regretted. 

On Thompson street, east ade. The Theatre, 
and No. 12, occupied by Mr. Nelson, baker, de- 
stroyed. No. 14, occupied by Mrs. M’Gowen, 
Mr. Wilmarth, Mr. Gilburn, and several other 
families, nearly destroyed. No. 16, occupied 
by Thomas King, injured. On the west side of 

hompson street, the row of three story brick 
buildings, called ‘‘ Sanford’s Row,’’ were con- 
siderably injured. No. 3 wasunoccupied. No. 
5, oceupied by Mr. C. W. Samford, and No. 7 
by Mr. Carroll. 

The Theatre is said to have cost Mr. Sandford 
$100,000, but as the yalue of a thing is what it 
will bring in the market, it ought not to be esti- 
mated over $50,000. It was mortgaged to 
Henry Yates, Esq. and no insurance could be 
effected on it. Estimating the loss of the The- 
atre at $50,000, the entire lossof property may 
be set down at $75,000. 

Great praise is due to the firemen, for their 
indefatigable exertions in stopping the flames be- 
fore they reached Grand street. Had the building 
No. 16 on Thompson street been burnt down, 
the fire, we think, would have spread to the en- 
tire row on Grand street. Many of the compa- 
nies were engaged from 8 until 11 o’clock. 

One of the boarders of Mrs. Burr was unwell, 
and determined to remain in bed, unless the 
house was in danger; and when informed that: 
the fire had communicated to the house, he had 
barely time to put on a few clothes, and meeting 
on the second floor two ladies of the family, he 
caught hold of one on each arm, and before he 
reached the foot of the stairs, the flames had 
burnt through the window on the firat flight, and 
in a few minutes the stairs were enveloped in 
flames. 

P. S. We have stated above, that the fire 
commenced in a bakery. We have since been 
informed that it broke out in a stable belonging 
to the Theatre, and it is belie to have been 
set on fire. 

At 9 o’clock this morning another alarm was 
given, and a portion of the engines were sent off. 
It proved to be a stable, in the rear of Pump 
street, between Orange and Mulberry streets, 
which was destroyed.
